Fh WOMAN AND HER HOME, 


COLOURS AND CONTRASTS.

S the season advances it is more and 
more noticeable that there is little 
difference between this summer's 

fashions and those of last year. Of course, a 
last year’s frock could not possibly be mistaken 
for an up-to-date gown. For one thing, the 
dresses now reach ankle length, fashionable 
women having cast aside all their short cos- 
tumes. Indeed, there is a danger that fashion 
may run to the other extreme, which would 
be deplorable, as no sensible woman could 
adopt "the old-fashioned long skirt, which 
would necessitate her carrying it in her hand 
when walking, as in olden days. 

The chief difference between the present and 
the past season is in colour. The new colours 
are particularly attractive, and are really 
quite new, not merely ‘ ‘the same dog with a 
new collar." The London season affords an 
opportunity of judging accurately what com- 
binations of colour are most in favour. 

Grey, of a particularly soft shade, in silk 
poplin, made with a coat or cloak lined with 
apple-green, and a hat to match, looks well. 
In spite of everything that has been said or 
written, a good deal of black is seen. Crépe 
satin is a popular material for a three-piece 
costume, and touches of mauve in the linings 
of such costumes look well. It is really in the 
clever mingling of colours or in contrasts that 
fashion’s latest fancies may be detected. 

A good colour combination is beige and 
rust-red. A finely tucked dress of rust-red 
silk crépe, arranged with handkerchief 
draperies round the hips, is well set off by a 
three-quarter coat of beige duvetyn, lined with 
rust-red. A straw hat with shaded flowers in 
rust-red looks uncommon and arresting. 

Periwinkle blue in crépe-de-chine, with 
pointed draperies, worn with a black satin 
romain cape, made with wing sleeves and 
lined with the blue, is a becoming and useful 
combination. A delightiul effect -is produced 
by a three-piece costume carried out in banana 
soft silk, with a georgette top in a lighter 


> 


between a coat and a eape and betakes of the 
character of both. A small hat of swathes of 
brown and banana tulle, with an Egyptian 
jewelled ornament, can be worn with this 
toilette. 

White, ivory, and sand are much in favour, 
as they lend themselves to the vivid and 
ubennhe embroideries used. Dyed  lace 
rivals in popularity the many different kinds 
of embroidery; sometimes the lace is dyed 
a lighter tone ‘than the rest of the costume. 
A very elegant contrast is seen in the black 
satin romain costumes, made with capes to 
match, lined with silver lamé. This dress is 
often cut at the sides into floating panels, 
affording glimpses of an underskirt of the 
silver lamé. A silver lace hat, veiled in 
tulle, with a paradise plume at the side, is the 
fitting finish to such a dignified gown. 

Hydrangea blue silk crépe was the medium 
used for a very elegant gown made for an 
important social function which I saw re- 
cently. The pointed draperies, which folded 
over and were finished round the low waist 
line with tiny tuckings, were a mass of grey 
silk embroidery, which was lavishly used 
again on the bodice, and the wide leafed hat 
was of grey georgette, with -a long drooping 
plume of blue ostrich feathers. 

A sand coloured poplin, made with a 
straight, falling three-quarter coat, the sleeves 
of which were loose, but not haggy, had deep 
borders round the coat, skirt, and draped 
collar of embroideries, carried out in very 
narrow bronze metal braid; the coat lining 
- was bronze-coloured crépe, and a bright green 
straw hat was provided for with this useful 
three-piece suit. 

Fur stoles are used on all occasions. 
Foulard, silk crépe, poplin, reps, and other 
thin materials are all to be seen with furs. and 
there is a certain seemliness in the adoption 
of such a fashion during a summer that more 
resembles winter than the temperature usually

INTRODUCING. 


often apt to be more or less of a little 

ordeal, especially if one is inclined to be 
the least bit shy or reserved by nature, or

APPOINTMENT OF CITY 
MARSHAL, 


At yesterday's meeting of Dublin Corpora- 
tion, Alderman Alfred Byrne presiding, Mr. 
Lawless moved, and wir. Maxwell Lemon 
seconded, that the appointment of a City 
Marshal be postponed for six months. 

Alderman J. Hubbard Clark said that while 
the City Marshal made a return to Parliament 
of the pawn office business in Dublin, he made 
no return to the Corporation. If they did not 
make the appointment some deputy would 
have to do the work, and, perhaps, not so 
well as the person they would appoint. 

The Chairman said that he understood that 
the work of auctioneer of forfeited pledges was 
being carried on by Mr. Beasley without the 
authority of the Council, but with the per- 
mission of the Town Clerk. 

The Town Clerk said that the fortnightly 
auction had been arranged at the time by 
Mr. Beasley. 

Alderman Sir Andrew Beattie proposed that 
the permanent appointment be postponed for 
six months, and that in the meantime Mr. 
Beasley be appointed temporarily. 

, Mr. a proposed that they fill the 
permanent office at next meeting. 

On a division Mr. Flanagan s rotion was 
carried by 19 votes to 10, Mr. Lawless having 
withdrawn his motion. 

It was agreed that the Finance and Genera) 
Purposes Committee be requested to report as 
to the suitability for the post of City Marshal 
of an official whose retirement was in con- 
templation as a consequence of re-organisation. 

Mrs. Wyse Power moved, and Mr. Moran 
seconded, the adoption ofa report of the 
Finance and General Purposes Committee, 
which approved a proposal of the Streets 
Committee, that John Campbell, assistant 
stableman in the Cleansing Department, 60 
years of age, and with 41, years’ service, 
should be retired on a pension of £3 7s. ld. per 
week, the pension being the equivalent of two- 


‘| thirds of his total wages and emoluments. 


Alderman Clark moved, and Mr. Nolan 
seconded, an amendment that the pension be 
based on half the total wages. If war bonuses 
were taken into consideration in these pensions, 
men who worked in future would receive less 
than the man pensioned on the present scale. 

The amendment was declared lost, and the 
motion was passed without a division. 

GOVERNMENT’S ATTITUDE. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark said that the Go- 
vernment had already declared their position 
in respect to these pensions. He considered 
it would be more creditable to the Corporation, 
as a council, if they did the cutting down 
instead of leaving it to the Government. 
The Estates and Finance Committee should 
open their eyes to the fact that these pensions 
were going to be cut. 

He thought that it would be more in keep- 
ing with the dignity of the Corporation, if it 
had any left, to make their reports so as to 
come into harmony with the Government’s in- 
structions regarding pensions. It was never Í 
contemplated to pension a man on a temporary 
bonus. They should make the cut themselves, 
for when the Government had to make the cut 
it was a slap in the face to the Corporation. 

Mrs. Wyse Power said that the report was 
prepared in April before the letter was re- 
ceived from the Ministry. 

Mr, J. Farren sad that there was no ques- 
tion raised when a gentleman was being voted 
a pension of £1,200 a year, but when it was 
a small pension to a worker there was plenty 
ot talk about it. 

A report of the Finance and General Pur- 
poses Committee was adopted, recommending 
that steps be taken to seek compulsory powers 
for the opening of public squares in the city, 
including Parnell square, Merrion square, 
Mountjoy square, and Fitzwilliam square. 
| The Town Clerk wrote that consequent on 
the resolution asking for the names of mem- 


/bers of the Council, if any, in receipt of salary, 


wages, or other payment upon the rates, serv- 
ing on the Finance and: General Purposes 
Committee, he had made inquiries, and no 
member of the Finance Committee was directly 
in receipt of any Mas of the nature re- 
ferred to by the Corporation. Indirectly 
no member had payment, he ascertained, 
from the Technical Committee or Joint Com- 
mittee of the Grangegorman Mental Hospital. 
In the case of the Dublin Union the abstract 
of accounts of that institution showed the 
name of William O’Brien, formerly a tailor, 
returned in respect of an abolition allowance 
of £77 18s. 8d. per annum. This, the Town 
Clerk presumed, was the same person as 
Alderman William O’Brien.

HABEAS CORPUS REFUSED. 


In the King’s Bench Division, before Mr. 
Justice Pim and Mr. Juétice Samuels, in the 
case of the King (at the prosecution of Patrick 
Keliy) v. the Governor of Mountjoy Military 
Prison, an application was made on behalf of 
the prosecutor, pursuant to leave granted by 
Mr. Justice Pim, for an order that a writ of 
habeas corpus should issue directed to the 
Governor of Mountjoy Military Prison com- 
manding him to have before the Court the 
body of Patrick Kelly, with the reasons for 
his detention. 

In the case of the King (at the prosecution 
of Gretta Kelly) v. the Commandait North 
Dublin Union Internment Oop, & similar ap- 
plication was made on behalf of the pro- 


secutor. 7 
Mr. Alex. Lynn (instructed by Mr. Sean 
OhUadhaigh) appeared for the prosecutors,

Mr. Lynn applied for an adjournment on the 
ere that Fe answering affidavits were not 
urnished by the Free State to Mr. 
O hUadhaigh, the solicitor for the prosecutors, 
until last Saturday. 

Mr. Justice Pim said that there seemed to 
be nothing in the affidavits to answer. 

Mr. Lynn proceeded to read Mrs. 
Kelly's affidavit. She stated that her husband, 
Patrick Kelly, is the station-master at Howth 
Junction, in the employment of the Great’ 
Northern Railway Company, and he was ar- 
rested by Free State soldiers on the 13th 
March, 1923, and lodged in Mountjoy Military 
Prison, where he still remains. No charge had 
been brought against him. Her daughter, 
Gretta Kelly, attained the age of 15 years on 
the 16th September, 1922. She was arrested 
on the 13th March, 1923, by Free State 
soldiers and lodged in the North Union In- 
ternment Camp. She is still there, and no 
charge had been brought against her. 

Mr. Lynn, proceeding, said that in the affi- 
davits of the other side reference had been 
made to a speech made by Miss Mary Mac- 
Swiney. Miss MacSwiney was away from 

ome, and would not return to Dublin until 
the following day, and he wished to have an 
affidavit from her. 

sel read an affidavit sworn by Lien- 
tenant - General — Gearoid 0 Suilleavein, 
Adjutant-General of the Army of Saorstat 
ireann. It stated that Patrick Kelly was 
arrested at his residence, Howth Junction 
Railway Station, on the 12th March, 1923. 
The residence was searched, and a quantity 
of eéeditious literature was found there, 
together with boxes for collection on behalf 
of the Republican Prisoners’ Dependents’ 
Fund. The Army Intelligence Department 
had carefully inquired into the case, and were 
satisfied that Patrick Kelly was actively asso- 
ciated with the Irregular campaign, and his 
further detention was considered necessary. 

An affidavit in similar terms was sworn by 
Lieutenant-General O Suilleavain in the case 
of Gretta Kelly. He stated that the Army 
Intelligence Department were satisfied that 
she was actively associated with the Irregular 
campeign and that her continued detention 
was considered necessary. 

STATE OF WAR NOT OVER. 

The affidavits concluded with the statement 
that the Army. authorities considered that the 
state of war or armed rebellion which had 
existed in this country for the past year had 
not yet come to an end, and they had reason 
to believe that the Irregulars are at the pre- 
sent time actively engaged in reorganising 
themselves, and are using this period as a 
“breathing space’’ for the purpose. From 
documents and information in the possession 
of the Army authorities it was apparent that 
the Irregulars intended to recommence exten- 
sive operations as and when they considered 
the moment opportune ; and he said on behalf 
of the Army authorities that it was still a 
matter of military necessity and essential for 
the complete suppression of the armed rebel- 
lion, the maintenance of the degree of peace and 
order which had been veel, and the com- 
pletion of the work of establishing peace and 
order on @ firm basis that persons engaged in 
the Irregular hostilities and their active sup- 
porters and adherents should be detained in 
posers W custody until the rebellion had been 
comp! suppressed and peace and order 
restored 


Mr. n quoted from the proclamation of 
Mr. ie Fo of May, published on the 29th 
May, and submitted that it was quite evident 
from it that there was a desire for peace. 
From a paragraph of the affidavit it was 
evident that not only did Mr. de Valera make 
these efforts for peace which were open and 
notorious, but that he also made efforts 
through two of the Senators, and he got them 
to act as intermediaries between himself and 
the Free State. He asked the Court to 
decide that since the 28th May there had been 
no hostilities. 

Mr. Justice Pim said that there was only 
one way in which a revolutionary movement 
could make peace, and that was by handing 
over the weapons which were used against 
the Semana and attorning to that Govern- 
ment.

The Attorney-General, in opposing the 
aig NN sáid that the documents they 
had exhibited showed that there was no cessa- 
tion of a hostile attitude on the part of those 
armed bodies that had been operating so 
destructively all over the country. The 
Executive Government, with a hm gi re- 
sponsibility upon it, had entrusted io its 
armed forces, which had the authority of 
Parliament behind them, the duty of restoring 
order and the rule of law in the country. 
They had made certain advances. But they 
had shown in the affidavit of the Adjutant- 
General that their object had not yet been 
accomplished. 

These documents were exhibited for the 
purpose of showing that there was a set policy 
on the part of the Irregulars of ceasing 
activities from time to time for the purpose 
of gaining breath. If there was at this 
moment a lull in the proceedings it did not 
mean that war had ceased; it meant that 
these people were gaining strength, that they 
were trying to recover themselves, and that 
had been their policy all along. e Execu- 
tive Government’s terms had been reduced 
to the irreducible minimum; and to these 
terms the Executive Government would stand 
until they had established them effectively. 

Mr. Lynn, replying, said that there was 
only one case of robbery which he could point 
out to the Court—it was a very flagrant case 
of robbery by Free State soldiers. 

Mr. Justice Pim—I will not allow any such 
statement to be made. 


THE DECISION. 

Mr. Justice Pim, in giving the decision of 
the Court, said that there was one way and 
only one way in which peace could be brought 
about in the case of an unsuccessful. rebellion, 
and that was by submission. And the way 
submission was shown was by the revolu- 
tionaries, knowing that they had been beaten, 
handing over their arms and attorning to the 
Government of the day. And there was not 

fore the Court the smallest suggestion of 
any kind from Mr. Lynn or from any docu- 
ment that he had put in that the revolu- 
tionary soldiers or authorities were willing to 
submit, or had submitted, or were willing 
to hand over their arms, or had handed them 
over, or that they were ready to meet those 
who had legal control of the country in any 
way at all. War had ceased for a time for 

urposes which might be possibly imagined. 
t might be that it had ceased’ altogether. 
It was also quite possible that it bad ceased 
for a time to enable them 'to gét a better 
jumping-off ground, to wait until the nights 
were longer. 

Until the revolutionary forces had done 
something to show that they had made a 
real submission, until: there was a real 
odeloden from them that they were beaten, 
and that the war was over, that they did not 
intend td-prosecute the war any longer—until 
that was done no Court could say that the 
war was over. The Court decided that they 
had no power to grant the writs asked for 
by Mr. Lynn, and they must refuse them. 

Mr. Justice Samuels concurred. He said 
that if conditions altered Mr. Lynn would be 
able to come before the Court again; and, if 
he could show that peace had happily. been 
restored, the Court would not hésitate to act. 


SEQUEL TO CURRAGH COLLISION. 


Before Mr. Justice Dodd and a city common 
jury, the case of Cape v. the Navy and Army 
and Air Force Institutes, Ltd., and a counter- 
claim came on for hearing.~ It was an action 
brought by Major J. 8S. Cape, of Ballymany 
House, Newbridge, Co. ildare, claiming 
damages, laid at £1,000, for injuries caused to 
a valuable thoroughbred filly, the property of 
the plaintiff (who is a well-known breeder and 
owner of racehorees and blood-stock), by 
reason of the alleged negligence of the de- 
fendants’ servant in the driving or manage- 
ment. of a motor van, the property of the 
defendants, at Ballymany, Curragh, Co. Kil- 
dare, on the 24th of January, 1922. ; 

It was alleged in the statement of claim that 
the plaintiff's servant was riding the filly 
along the public road at Ballymany in the 
direction of the Curragh, when the defendants’ 
miotor car was driven into and collided with 
the animal, and as a result the filly was 
severely and permanently injured and was 
greatly deteriorated in value. 

The defence was a traverse of the alleged 
cause of action, a denial of negligence, and a 
plea of contributory negligence on the part 
of the plaintiff's servant, the defendants stat- 
ing that the latter so negligently drove and 
managed the filly that the animal crashed into 
and collided with the motor car, having failed 
to keep the filly under proper control and 
upon the proper side of the road and neglected 
to keep a proper look-out.- The defendants 
counter-claimed £5 10s. for injaries to the car. 

Mr. .Lardner, K.C., ands Mr. H. Hamilton 
(instructed by Messrs. Brown and M¢Cann) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Denning, 
KC. and Mr. V. Rice (instructed by Mesars. 
Hoey and Denning) for the defendants. 

In his evidence, the plaintiff stated that the 
filly was now extremely nervous. As a two- 
year-old before the accident she was worth at 
least 2,000 guineas, and now he would be glad 
He attributed that 
deterioration largely to the effects of the 
accident, but partly also to the fall in the 
price of blood-stock. 

The jury returned a verdict for the plain- 
tiff, and assessed the damages at £200, finding

FALL FROM A TRAMCAR. 


Before the Lord Chief Justice and a city 
special jury, an action was heard in whic 
Mrs. Isabella Dunne, widow, of 10 Alphonsus 
road, Drumcondra, sued the Dublin United 
Tramways Company (1896), Ltd., claiming 
damages, laid at , for personal injuries 
alleged to have been sustained by her owing 
to the negligence of the defendants’ servants 
in the driving, management and control of a 
tramcar on which she was a passenger on the 
15th of February, 1922, near the Nelson Pillar, 
when she was getting off. i 

The plaintifí's case was that, having boarded 
the car at the Clonliffe road, she was about to 
step from the car when it was suddenly 
started without any warning. She was thrown 
violently on the public street, and sustained 
very severe injuries and shock, and as a con- 
sequence she was under medical care and 
treatment in hospital for some time, and she 
was still suffering from the effects of the 
injuries. Her estimated expenses for medica! 
and surgical treatment and nursing amounted 
to £60 10s. 

The defendants denied the alleged 
negligence, traversed the cause of action 
generally, and pleaded contributory negligence 
on the part of the plaintiff in 
car while it was in motion and before it had

Irish Ex-Service Men. 
ÍL will be good news for Irish ex-Service 
en that a debt long due to them by the 
British Government is about to be paid 
ut last. Under the Irish Land (Provision 
for Sailors and Soldiers) Act, 1919, the 
Local Government Board was empowered 
fo provide cottages for ex-Service men. 
When the two Irish States were founded 
the old Local Government Board vanished, 
and the Imperial Government was obliged 
to erect other machinery for the fulfil- 
ment of its pledges. Accordingly it decided 
to establish a Land Trust which would be 
controlled by representatives of the 
British Government and of the two Jrish 
Governments. To this end legislation was 
necessary in the Parliaments of the Free 
State and of Northern Ireland. It was 
passed some time ago in the Northern 
Parliament; but Dail LEireann’s hands 
were full of business that was vital to the 
very existence of the State, and the whole 
scheme was suspended, Now the condition 
of suspense has come to an end, Mr. 
Ormsby-Gore told Colonel Newman in the 
House of Commons yesterday that the 
Free State Government's Bill was intro- 
duced last Wednesday in Dail Éireann, 
For reasons of which our readers are 
aware the information is belated and 
arrives circuitously, but it is not the less 
welcome—especially as the British Govern- 
ment understands that General Sir Bryan 
Mahon, who enjoys the confidence and 
esteem of all Irish ex-Service men, will be 
the Free State Governments representa- 
tive on the Land Trust. We hope that the 
Oireachtas will put the Bill on the Statute 
Book with the utmost speed. The estab- 
lishment of the Trust will release a sum of 
one and a half million pounds—all British 
money—ior the completion of housing 
schemes for ex-Service’ men in Ireland, 
and Lord Colwyn’s Committee wil] allo- 
cate the fund between South and North. 
Apart from the payment of the British 
Government's debt to a gallant body of 
Irishmen, the Free State’s share of the 
grant will furnish employment for many 
willing hands, 
It is a pity that many questions in the 
House of Commons about Southern Ire- 
land are so framed as to suggest dislike or 
suspicion of the Government and people 
of the Free State. Surely the wiser, as 
well as the more generous, policy is to give 
both Government and people credit for 
good intentions until their action makes 
We believe that 
that 
cet cottages from 
the Land Trust be the victims 
ef “local hostility’? is entirely ground- 
His solicitude ought to be satis- 
fied by two facts. In the first place, 
scores of ex-Service men, settled under 
the Act of 1919, are living on the 
best of terms with their neighbours, In 
the next place, large numbers of ex-Ser- 
vice men have been, and are to-day, mem- 
bers of the Free State Army. Many of 
the men who are about to be disbanded 
from that Army will be eligible, by virtue 
of their British services, for cottages 
under the new Land Trust. If the Free 
State is to find prosperity and peace, it 
must require no other test from its citizens 
than loyalty to itself. In that spirit, 
when a decent Irishman needs the aid of 
other Irishmen, whatever their class or 
creed may be, they will not be less willing 
to help him because he has served in the 
British Army or in the Free State Army, 
or in both, The time is near when the 
yproblem of the demobilised soldier will 
obtrude itself ihexorably upon every 
citizen of Southern Ireland, In a letter 
which we print to-day General O’Connell 
estimates that at least twenty thousand 
men soon will be disbanded from the Free 
State Army. We have insisted of late on 
the necessity of well-planned schemes to 
meet this emergency, and General 
O'Connell is not less urgent,. Surely the 
Government ought to take the country into 
its confidence on the matter and ought to 
relieve the anxiety of men who’ are 
wondering now what will become of them 
when they cease to draw their military 
pay? It is certain that, if thousands of 
young men are thrown on @ labour market 
Which is wholly unprepared to receive 
them, a new and dangerous element of 
confusion will have' been thrust into our 
national affairs. 
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Territoria] Waters. 


Europe is threatened with yet another 
international conierence, and the subject 
under discussion will be the problem 
of territorial waters. This problem 
was faised in an acute form last month, 
when the Soviet Government of Russia 
seized a number of British trawlers which 
were fishing off the Murmansk coast. The 
trawlers were well outside the statutory 
three miles limit ; but the Moscow Govern- 
ment arrogated to itself the right to alter 
the existing international law by insisting 
on a limit of twelve miles so far as Russia 
was concerned. Naturally, the British 
authorities could not allow this action to 
go unchallenged, and a very critical situa- 
tion was precipitated. The firmness of 
the Marquis Curzon, however, coupled with 
an apparent desire on the part of the 
Bolsheviks to avoid a conflict with Great 
Britain, resolved a very ugly deadlock, and 
the incident. ended with a more or less 
friendly exchange of Notes. As agresalt 
of this contretemps Lord Curzon was moved 
to take the initiative in calling an inter- 
national conference to investigate the 
whole problem of territorial waters, The 
Russians have a certain grievance in 
this respect, and it is shared to a large 
extent by Britain as against Germany, The 
original limit of three miles was fixed 
chiefly because experts reckoned at the 
time that three miles constituted the 
maximum range of coastal guns, and that, 
therefore, the danger of “incidents ” would 
be avoided by adopting that distance as the 
recognised international limit. Since that 
time, however, the range of all kinds of 
guns has increased enormousiy, and the 
Russians have some reason on their side 
when they claim that the limit ought to 
be increased to at least twelve miles. At 
present British trawlers can fish right 
under the nose of Russian battteries, while 
German trawlers are entitled to operate 
within a stone s throw of Aberdeen. 

Another aspect of the territorial waters 
problem is likely to occupy the attention 
of the conference. The latest edict of the 
Federal authorities of the United States 
in regard to the liquor trafiic is causing 
much confusion throughout the world, As 
the law is interpreted at present, the 
Federal police have the right to search 
every ship that enters American waters 
and to confiscate any hquor winch it may 
be found to contain. Obviously this 
tyrannical condition of affairs cannot be 
tolerated indefinitely by foreign shipping 
companies, maore especially as in the case 
of French and Italian vessels the captains 
are bound by their own laws to carry a 
certain ration of alcohol for the use of 
their crews. In this connection a very 
interesting development is likely to occur 
in the near future. The French liner 
Paris, which has left France for New 
York, is carrying her ordinary quantity of 
alcoholic liquors for the.round trip, and 
her captain has no intention of throwing 
it overboard before he enters the territorial 
waters of the United Siates, Clearly, the 
French Government wants to force the 
issue, and the result of its challenge will 
be awaited with much interest and some 
amusement, Obviously some effort must be 
made to remove the absurd anomaly which 
has been created by the decision of the 
Federal Courts. The proposed conference 
will give Europe an opportunity of raising 
the whole matter with the Government of 
the United States, and the introduction of 
a “liquor” clause into an international 
convention ought not to be beyond the 
range of possibility. From the purely 
political point of view the suggestion 
of a conference is admirable. The 
presence of Russian and American dele- 
gates in the same room with the repre- 
sentatives of Britain, France and the othe 
European Powers would help to bridge a 
gulf which seems to be widening every 
day. 
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The Mighty Atom. 


The “tremendous trifle’ began life as 
a literary paradox, and science then pro- 
ceeded to demonstrate the immeasurable 
insignificance of all the things in the world 
that really matter. We began in a small 
way with the germ, of which it may 
be said truly that, the’ smalier it is, 
the more virulent are its activities. 
When, however, we consider the 
in their courses, the planets in their 
paths and the terrestrial world in 
its infinite complexity, we discover that 
the germs are monsters of bulk in com- 
parison with the things that really make 
the world go. Experiments have been 
made recently at Cambridge in the fas- 
cinating business of breaking up atoms. 
As everybody knows, there is. 
energy in a single atom to push over an 
omnibus, and people in story books re- 
peatedly release atomic energy for military 
purposes.- Actually the thing has not been 
done, and never may be done, The Cam- 
bridge experimenters bombarded the atoms 
with radium “alpha’’ particles, which are 
shot forth by the radium itself with a 
velocity of about ten thousand miles a 
second, Millions of these particles were 
discharged at millions of atoms of specified 
gases, and the occasional “hits” were 
registered with the aid of a powerful 
microscope and a luminous screen, In no 
case was the nucleus of the atom disrupted. 
It seems to be likely, therefore, that the 
atomic bomb will remain the figment of 
the story-teller’s art. However matter 
came to be formed, it is probable that 
billions of horse-power units of force were 
involved in the process. The experiments 
tend to suggest that the release of atomic 
energy would demand a yet vaster exercise 
of force, 
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A Rural Railway. 


Railways are still regarded as symptoms 
of the bang and hustle of civilisation 
on the march. A medieval railway— 
a railway redolent of the mellow country- 
side, of rose-grown cottages and apple- 
cheeked ancients in smocks, of cosy 
inn parlours and rolling downs, with 
ploughing teams black against the evening 
sky—almost defies imagination. Such rail- 
ways exist, however. Their one purpose 
in life is to run one train per diem through 
the heart and soul of Merry England. This 
train goes through the formality of picking 
up a case of eggs here 4nd dropping a 
piece of agricultural machinery there ; but 
its real purpose is to show the traveller 
how Wessex looked eight hundred years 
ago, and looks still, One such railway is 
about to be revived—so strong is the 
Englishman's rural instinct—after what 
was thought to be a sudden, but glorious, 
end. The line ran formerly between Alton 
and Basingstoke and served no real com- 
mercial purpose whatsoever, Then the 
war came and the British Government 
lifted the little line bodily and carried 
it across to Flanders. The Tondon 
and South-Western Railway, glad, per- 
haps, to be rid of the incubus, arranged 
to sell the right of way and all things 
thereto adhering; but sudl a commotion 
was made by the Hampshire rural 


authorities that the House of Lords ad-Í 


vised the company to revive the line. 
Accordinyly it. will be revived. Once more 
the creak of its occasional goods truck 
will mingle with the voice of the corn- 
crake, and its whistle will shatter the peace 
of Alfred’s England.

THE JURY SYSTEM, 
' et 
VIEWS OF NORTHERN LORD 
CHIEF JUSTICE. 

The Lord Chief Justice of Northern lveland, 
the Right Hon. Sir Denis Henry, Bart., P.U., 
was the principal witness at yesterday's sit- 
ting of the Departmental Committee on the 
Jury System in Northern Ireland, held in the 
Municipal College of Technology, Beliast— 
Lord Justice Andrews presiding. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that the quali- 
fying valuation should be reduced so as to 
increase the panel, but he agreed that it would 
be difficult to get a better class of common 
jurors than they had at present. 

With regard to women jurors there were 


. cases in which women were concerned, and in 


such cases women jurors were desirable. He 
had met with some very good women jurors 
during his experience, 

Regarding the size of juries, witness said 
that in the first place he thought that civil 
cases should, as far as possible, be tried 
without juries, and, subject to that, there 
should be no variation in the existing custom. 
He did not consider a jury of nine would be 
an improvement on a jury of twelve, and 
would not agree that the time of jurors was 
often wasted through the refusal of an 
obstinate juror to agree to a verdict. He, 
therefore, did not favour the proposal that a 
two-thirds majority should carry a verdict. 
Very often the disagreeing juror was right. 

Mr. J, BR. Moorhead, Chief Crown 
Solicitor, said that juries’ in civil 
cases should receive substantial remunera- 
tion, though there should be no such 
payment in criminal cases. He wculd, how- 
ever, allow out-of-pocket expenses to jurors in 
criminal cases. 

He would have no change from the present 
custom as to the size of a jury and as to the 
necessity for a unanimous verdict. With re- 
gard to women jurors, there were many cases 
in which a mixed jury was undesirable, and 
in some of which it might be most. important 
to have the jury composed entirely of men 
or women. ¥ 

He would give women the right to claim 
absolute exemption if they so desired. He 
thought that they were not an advantage so 
far as concerned the administration of justice 
in criminal cases. 

The inquiry adjourned.

THE REVALUATION OF. HOUSE 
PROPERTY. . 


FROM Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 


When the Committee stage of the Finance 
Bill was resumed: Six William Joynson Hicks 
made a considerable, and not altogether un- 
successful, effort to meet the many objections 
which had been made to revaluation of house 
property for income tax purposes. In iact, 
the Financial Secretary almost disarmed criti- 
cism by stating that nothing was further 
from the mind of the Government than the 
creation of a sense of -injustice. What they 
really wanted was a willing and cheerful tax- 
payer. The laughter that ensued probably 
proceeded from the assumption that no such 
person existed, but Sir William having an- 
nounced his: concessions said that he thought 
ths Chancellor might fairly claim that he had 
done his best to remove all cause of com- 
plaint. 

Where a house had been let at a rack-rent 
within seven vears of assessment the rent was 
treated as value. There was no revaluation. 
With owner occupiers who had bought re- 
cently at high figures quite definite instruc- 
tions had been given that such high values 
must not be the criterion of annual value. To 
find the actual value assessors must take the 
rack rent of the nearest similar house in the 
neighbourhood. Any other assessment was 
yrong, and would be put right at the earliest 
possible moment. They proposed to extend 
the time in which appeais might be lodged 
against all new assessments to August lst 
next, and to grant to each owner who had not 
received notice of new assessment the right to 
claim adjustment any time up to April, 1925. 
to get the matter put right. He also pro- 
posed to allow the taxpayer, on appeal, to 
be represented by any agent that he chose, 
even his wife. Then he proposed to give the 
right to get assessments reduced if 
five years the house fel] in value. 


during 
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Coming to repairs, a large number of 
people said that the existing allowances were 
insufficient. He wanted to remove the sense 
of unfairness, and get people to pay taxes 
willingly. He proposed to allow for repairs 
one-fourth the annual value up to £40, be- 
tween £40 and £100 one-fifth, and above £100 
to allow one-sixth. He did not want to 
deliver nine million new forms, so had given 
instructions to inspectors of taxes that when 
the taxes came to be paid next year, the de- 
ductions should be included on the applica- 
tion forms, and smaller sums demanded irom 
taxpayers. In addition, if the owners could 
show that they had spent more than the al- 
lowance, taking five years’ -average, they still 
had the right of appeal. 

Coming to the inhabited house dutv, 
Government had carefully considered the pro- 
posals, and would make alterations to remove 
all sense of injustice. They proposed to 
exempt altogether houses under £50 in value; 
between £30 and £60 duty would be Sd., 
between £60 and £90 it would be 6d., and 
beyond £90 it would be 9d. in the £ The 
concession for repairs. would cost just over 
one million, and concessions for inhabited 
house duty would cost half a million. In order 
that there should be an end to constant mis- 
apprehension, he was going to have his state- 
ment printed and circulated far and wide 
throughout ithe countrv, 


the 
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Mr. Snowden said that he rose at once to 
express his appreciation and gratitude ior the 
concessions that had been announced in the 
frank and honest statement of the right hon. 
gentleman. He (Mr. Snowden) had never 
had much sympathy with the agitation, “ hich 
he regarded rather as a newspaper “' stunt.” 
The statement would be received with much 
satisfaction in the country, and he hoped 
that they would hear no more of the agita 
tion. Half a million or more persons would 
be affected by the concessions on inhabited 
house duty. 

The new clauses were agreed to. 

On a proposed new clause repealing the 
sugar duty, moved by»Mr. Albert Alexander, 
Mr. Asquith said that he had long been con- 
vinced that this tax was indefensible in prin- 
ciple and unjust to the consumer, If the tax 
was not removed altogether, he saw no valid 
reason why a substantial reduction should not 
be made, 

My. R. Macdonald said that the reason why 
there was any sugar shortage at all in 
America was that there had been a concerted 
attempt to reduce the area of production ; and, 
if that succeeded, wher could they look for 
any reduction in the sugar tax’ He did not 
believe that the cheapening of the price of 
sugar would. create a shortage that would 
again raise the price. 

The Financial Sectetary to the Treasury 
having pointed ont that the Administration in 
which Mr. Asquith was Prime Minister was 
responsible for more than half of the nerease 
in the duty, it was decided that the tax should 
temain at its present figuye by 257 to 15, 
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Sir T. Insktp, moving a clanse dealing with 
the amendment of Acts relating t@ illicit dis- 
tillation in Northern Ireland, said that it was 
passed to deal. with the illicit distillation of 
spirits, which was making imroads on the 
Revenue, The Northern Parliament would 
have amended the law but for the fact that 
the distillation of spirits came within the 
reserved matters. The Act of Parliament deal- 
ing with the distillation of spirits was ninety 
vears old, cumbrous and complicated, and pro- 
bably did not give in practice all the powers 
necessary to deal with illegal distillation. The 
new clause increased the penalties to £500 or 
twelve months’ imprisonment, or both. It 
gave an Excise officer certain powers of 
search, and imposed penalties for interfering 
with the Excise officers in their search, and 
in certain cases placed the burden upon 
the occupier of proving that he was not 
aware that illegal articles were in 
his house. sy I the toval Ulster 
Constabulary would succeed to the powers of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary, It was simply 
kk Consequence of the position in which the 
Government of Northern Ireland found them- 
selves that it was necessary -for this clause 
to be inserted in the Finance Bill. 

The clause was read a second time and 
added to the bill. 

There was a very animated debate on the 
proposal for the repeal on in the alterations 
for the reduction of the entertainment tax. 
It was said that the theatres were being 
killed and the cinema being driven-out of 
existence, but Sir William Jovnson-Hicks de- 
clined to believe that the entertainment tax 
was responsible. Theatres were suffering 
from trade depression, and, as for cinemas, 
new ones were springing up every day. Forty 
million people, he said, went to cinemas every 
week, and if these places did not pay, tne 
trouble was to be sought for in the high prices 
paid for American films and the inflated fees 
paid to the artists. 

Commander Kenworthy, who moved a new 
clause repealing the duty, maintained that a 
clear majority of members had given a pledge 
to their constituents to repeal the tax on 
cinemas. (Cries of “No.”). Cinemas were 
being closed at an alarming rate. Mr. 
Hemmerde said he represented the theatrical 
world of London, and he asserted that the 
entertainments duty represented a tax of 15 
per cent. on the gross receipts. It was 
shattering th" theatrical business from top to 
bottom. The British National Opera Com- 
pany early in the year in fourteen weeks took 
£56,481 gross, of which £7,659 repfesented 
duty. Owing entirely to the duty there was 
@ loss on the season. He gave figures relat- 
ing to other plays in leading London theatres. 

The amendment to repeal the tax was 
eventually defeated by 274 to 155, and the 
House rose at 12.30,

GEN. SMUTS’S VISIT.

The South African Premier will, in any case, 
be travelling to this country in that month 
to attend the Imperial Economic Conference, 
and his intention is to land at a South 
European port in time to attend the latter 
part of the Assembly sittings. 

General Smuts’ first appearance at the 
Assembly will be of particular interest, both 
by reason of his personality and on account 
of the part he playedin the drafting of the 
Covenant at Paris in 1919. 

He is, moreover, specially interested in the 
question of disarmament, which promises to 
constitute the most important item on the 
Assembly agenda this year. 

His presence will serve to maintain the 
prasigs of the South African delegation, which 
ooked like suffering seriously through the 
transfer of Lord Robert Cecil from its desk 
to that of Great Bri . 


| HOW WEWERE TAXED. 


IN THE OLD DAYS. 
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HE taxpaver of our dav is apt to an 

€ dulge in a good deal of sweet self-pit) 

when he casts bis mind’s eye over the 
subscriptions he is called upon to make to our 
new National Exchequer. It may be interest- 
ing at this junctare to take a glance at the 
latter part of the eighteenth and the early 
years of the nineteenth century, and learn 
what cause the taxpayer who lived then had 
for his complaints. Almost every session o! 
Parliament saw the increase of old taxes or 
the imposition of new ones. 

In reference to the latter we learn that in 
1796 licences had to be taken out by persons 
vending ‘hats by retail. With becoming 
solemnity His Majesty's faithful Commons 
defined how the impost upon his. subjects’ 
headgear was to be leviedUity retailers had 
to pay a licence of forty shillings, while those 
in the provinces might precure one for five. 
Paper tickets stamped with the duties im- 
posed might be obtained from the Commis- 
sioner of Stamps, and they were 
to be pasted by the vendor in 
the liming or inside the crown oí such hats 
under a penalty of ten pounds for each omis- 
sion. All headgear, whether made of “felt 
or wool or beaver or leather,”’ were subject 
to the following scale of duty:—For a 
whose value did not exceed 4s., duty 
7s.. duty 6d.; 12s., duty 1s.; and for al] hats 
exceeding 12s., duty 2s. The Act under which 
this tax was levied was repealed in 1811. 

Another tax which would create some in 
terest to-day, were a Ministry to hint at 
was thet in 1797 upon clocks and watches. 
It was enacted that ‘‘every clock on 
timekeeper, by whatever name the 
same _—_ shall be — called, which shall 
be used _for the purpose of a clock, 
and placed upon any dwellinghouse or any 
office or building thereunto belonging, or any 
other public or private,” shall be charged an 
aaa duty of five shillings. Church and 
hospital clocks were exempt from payment. 
The duty on a gold watch was ten shillings 
vearly, while those of silver or any other 
metal were to pay two shillings and sixpence. 

This Act remained in force oily for one 
year. The tax upon hair powder, which was 
levied in 17985, remained in forces in its 
originai form until so recentiv as 1869. Every 
person using or wearing powder, with certain 
exemptions, was compelled to take ont an 
annual certiticate permitting him to to do so 
at a yearly cost of one guinea. 

Of course, there were many other articles 
on which duties were levied, such as fire- 
hearths, window lights. carriages. male ser- 
vants, additional on bachelors, clerks, or shop- 
men, horses and dogs, paper. The document, 
a tacsimile of which accompanies tii« article, 
Is an old licence dated Angust, 1814. in re- 
ference to the duties paid at the Custom 
House on the above. 

The income tax of to-day, high as it is. 
fades into. insignificance when compared with 
that of 1798. the year it was first levied in 
Great Britain. The following are a few ex 
tracts from the graduated scale of rates. On’, 
incomes under £60 a vear were exempt. Ex. 
ceeding £60 and below £65 one hundred and 
twentieth part of the whole. Exceeding £70 
wic below £75, one-seventieth part of the 
whole. _These are not startling in their exor- 
bitance. but the amount goes on in increasing 
ratio, until possessors of £200 a vear or more 
were called upon to contribute no less than 
one.tenth of their means. 

The tax was so unpopular that at the close 
of the war with France, in 1815, the Govern- 
ment discontinued it, and it remained in 
abeyance for twenty-seven years. In the year 
1842 it was re-imposed, and passed for only 
three years, but it has survived till the pre- 
rent, and at every emergency it has adapted 
{self to the national wants with unfailing 
elasticity | 

The second period of the tax mav he said 
to have begun with 1853.54, when this country 
was brought under the levy. It was carried 
down to all incomes of £100; but. a lower rate 
was fixed for incomes of £100 and under £150. 
However, it must be admitted that at the 
introduction of the income tax, in 1842. a 
corresponding relief was given the taxpaver by 
Mr. Gladstone, for out of 1.200 duty paving 
articles a total abolition or a considerable 
reduction was made in no fewer than 750, 

Anyhow, the ‘tax has always been an -un- 
popular one, and probably we have ‘nherited 
our dislike to this particular impost from our 
grandfathers, who had such excellent reason 
for theirs. 

Of course, these almost forgotten taxes were 
hut smal] items in the grand total :“f 
forefathers’ burdens. and only deserve notice 
by reason of the nature of the articles tpon 
which they were laid. :

THINKS GERMANS WILL 
RECALL THE HOHENZOLLERNS 
Ovrk Own CORRESPONDENT. 

BERLIN, Monday. 

For the first time in four years, the ex- 
Kaiser's authoritative opinions on numerous 
present day topics have been made public 
through Herman Wiehe, a young German 
student, reporting an interview granted him 
and a group of fellow-students at the ex- 
Kaiser's residence in Holland. 

““T cannot understand how the German 
people could so quietly accept my resignation 
after all [ did for Germany,’’ the Kaiser told 
the students in the course of their visit. 
“Tt J did not know for certain that 
Monarchism is awakening in Germany every 
hour, [ would be unable to stand the thought 
of ever meeting my grandtather again. 

“I know that the German people will ,e 
turn to Monarchy, and repudiate in all ways 
those who are governing them to-day. ‘Ihe 
Sccialists and present day politicians have 
not had enough experience, although thev 
have been trying their best, and the Junkers 
have learned lately the necessity of those 
qualities which the Hohenzollerns stood for, 
and are learning what would have happened 
to Germany without the Hohenzollerns. 

“The greatest heroism was shown by the 
Germans during the war. and history will 
prove that the German offensive of 1918 was 
oue of the greatest of feats.’’ 

The ex-Kaiser still fondly dreams of the 
day when he will return to rule Germany. 

During the visit the ex-Kaiser discussed 
literature and various other subjects with 
the students. Returning again to politics, 
he said—‘‘ I know the day will come when 
Germany's youth will turn from the men 
who cast their greatest heroes aside as old.

Mount Etna, 10,870 feet high, is the 
greatest volcano in Europe. It rises imme- 
diately from the sea in the province of 
Catania, in the north-east of Sicily. Its 
circumference at the base is about one hun- 
died miles, and there ars many picturesque 
villages, rich orchard@*of lemons and oranges, 
vineyards and olive groves, on the lower 
slopes, At about 5.000 feet there is a wide 
forest belt—oaks, beeches, and pines—and 
then there is a desert region, where the little 
vegetation is stunted. 

This gives place to what are really a num- 
ber of superimposed mountains, there being 
over a hundred of these cones, all volcanic, 
mauy being continuously more or less active. 
On these upper slopes are masses of ashes, 
lava, and rock, covered with snow all the 
year round. - 

Violent and disastrous cruptions of many 
cones simultaneously have been frequent. 
There are generally premonitory symptoms, 
and loss of life in recent years has 
been heavy. In 1169, however. the whole 
province of Catania was overwhelmed and 
15,000 were killed; in 1669 streams of lava 
poured over the surrounding countryside, and 
in forty days 10,000 are estimated to have 
lost their lives. There was an eruption and 
violent earthquake in 1693, when 60,000 were 
overwhelmed. In 1755, 1832, 1865, 1872, and 
1874 there «sre disasters of lesser magni- 
tud The @>pulation of the district liable 
| to destruction by eruptious is 300,000.

In spite of the American debt and other 
obligations, Great Britain was paying her way, 
and had a very useful surplus for fresh foreign 
investmenta.

MOUNTJOY SCHOOLS 
PROUD RECORD,

DEDICATION OF 
MEMORIAL.

Yesterday the Archbishop of Dublin unveiled 
4 war memorial to the ‘‘ old bovs’’ of Mount- 
joy School, Dublin, who served in the war. 
In the course of his address he paid a glowing 
tribute to the heroism and self-sacrifice of the 
men who laid down their lives on the battle- 
field. 

Nearly five years had passed, said the 
Headmaster, the Rev. W. Anderson, since the 
armistice silenced the clash of arms, and with 
every passing year it, behoved them more and 
more to pause and Jook back in grateful and 
pious remembrance of those who went from 
among them to play their part in that.conflict. 

He might say that, whatever scholastic dis- 
tinctions and athletic trophies that they had 
won, there was nothing in the history of the 
school on which it had so much reason to 
pride itself as on the part played by its old 
boys in the war. 

THE SCHOOL“ BEST. 

In the day of the Empire's need the school 
gave of its best, gave willingly, gave gene- 
rously—many of the names on the Roll of 
Honour had proved that they were capable of 
the highest intellectual attainments. 

At the time of the armistice 1,038 pupils. 
past and present, had attained the age of 
18 years, and of these 500 had put on the 
King s uniform. 

It was simply 
brief space ot twenty 
tives of their school 
in every quarter of the Empire. 
At school they had learned. to play the 
game, and when the Great War came they 
played it well, He could say with truth that 
all acquitted themselves as gallant gentlemen, 
and some received the highest and most 
coveted distinctions awarded for army service, 
The Roll of Honour recorded 57 distinctions, 
including two Victoria Crosses (J. S. Emerson 
and W. D. Kenny). 

The Headmaster related the circumstances 
under which the crosses had been won. Those 
two boys, he said, received the highest. honour 
that the Sovereign could bestow, and doubt- 
less many others deserved it also. 

Referring to G. E. H. McElroy, M.C. (with 
two bars) and D.F.C. (with bar), the Head- 
master said that, most,

SIGNIFICANCE-OF THE MEMORIAL. 

The memorial would be a reminder and an 
inspiration to succeeding generations of the 
manly part taken by Mountjoy School in the 
war, concluded Mr. Anderson. 

The Rev. A; E. Hughes, a member of the 
War Memorial Committee, said that the 
record of Mountjoy School, in being able to 
present 500 out of 1.000 boys for war service, 
must surely be a ' 'recotd ” for any school 
in the world. The same spirit had animated 
all—even those who had worked at the base. 
They had all offered ther lives and no man 
could do more. 

ARCHBISHOP’S TRIBUTE. 

The Chairman (Dr. Gregg) said that the 
memorial was the record of a splendid 
achievement, a record of how the young men 
of Mountjoy gave their lives for the Empire. 

It was part of an almost pathetic loyalty 
io the cause for which they served. To love, 
to sacrifice jeverything,. and then to be for- 
gotten might. be the saga of the loyalists of 
their country, but that did not put itself for- 
ward in the minds of those whose memory 
they were enshrining there. They heard the 
call of duty and they obeyed. Some of them 
did not return; some of them did. 

DEAD AND LIVING HEROES. 

Let them not feel, hov that there was 
any greater.reason to be proud of those (dead) 
whose names were on the brass than of those 
whose names were on the vellum. They were 
all ready for whatever‘came. 

The choice was not theirs—they “all did 
their duty. ‘Some of them had been called to 
the last sacrifice; all of them to some sacriiice 
ov another. 

The memorial cveat asset to the 
school; one of those things that could not be 
weighed merely in aveirdupois. The posses- 
sion of it meant that they had something that 
permanently raised their moral standard and 
yave them something up to which to look. 

It made the younger boys ask themselves 
what lay in front of them, and it gave ever. 
boy .a sort of moral uplift. They could now 
say of those boys: ‘‘ We salute you—you have 
done what you had in you to do. Now you 
are enshrined in our hearts; we remember 
you. 

EDUCATION AND INSTRUCTION, 

teferring to the distribution of prizes, the 
Archbishop said that there were one or two 
points v ith regard to education. of which, he 
thought, sight was lost sometimes. 

They had to distinguish between education 
and instruction. Instruction was largely 
puiting in what they wanted to put out, 
while education was the drawing out of 
faculties. 7 

The latter was of far greater and more far- 
reaching importance than the former. Thev 
all expected a papil to fill some position in 
life, and that gave a certain amount of 
justification for vocational studies. 

To his mind, that was the smallest part 
of an education. The chief part was to fit 
them to live in the world to which they be- 
longed. 

A great many of them lived in the world, 
but they had no real relation with it. ‘The 
great power of education was to teach people 
to appreciate and respond to the world in 
which they lived. 

. Education taught the mind the conscious- 
ness of asking questions. If it accomplished 
that. it had accomplished much. 

Robert Louis Stevenson said that most of 
them swallowed the universe like a ph. 
‘What we need is not to swallow it like a 
pill, but to ask questions about it.’’ 

INSPIRATION OF SACRIFICE, . 

The Recorder of Dublin said that every 
small nation in Europe, including their own, 
had reaped the benefit of the sacrifices of 
those who responded to the call, The 
memoria] would serve as an inspiration to the 
vounger boys, and that inspiration would live 
as long as the school lived. The record of the 
school was one of which all concerned might 
feel justly proud. 

In paying a tribute to the work of the 
Headmaster, the Recorder said that he was 
sure that Mr. Anderson had infused into his 
pupils that same love of duty of which the 
memorial spoke of. For those boys, he 
trusted, there would be guaranteed now, in 
their own country, “a fair field and no 
favour.”* 

The Archbishop then distributed the prizes 
to the successful pupils. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


In his report the Headmaster stated that the 
year was one of the most successful in the his- 
tory of the school. The Irish Janguage, it was 
mentioned, had a regular place in the ‘time 
table of the junior classes during the year. A 
“very zealous spirit prevailed,” and ‘ excel- 
lent progress ” had been made. 

The report dealt in detai] with the success 
achieved by different pupils during the year. 


THE MEMORIAL. 


The War Meniorial takes the form of a 
school library, containing a brass tablet, 3n- 
scribed with the names of old boys who gave 
their lives, and a vellum scroll containing the 
names of all who served. 

The scheme of decoration on the tablet 
follows that of the early Celtic artists. There 
is a border with a bold treatment of interlac- 
ing tracery, deeply carved in strong relief. 
The panel contains the names of seventy-four 
bovs who laid down their lives. 

In. the librafy there is a range of maho- 
ganv book cases capable of accommodating 
2,000 volumes.

The Belgian Cabinet crisis remains 
merely unsettled, but largely unexplained. 

The natural assumption that the Ghent 
University crisis was the immediate and actual 
cause of M. Theunis’s resignation is shaken 
by the interesting message from Brussels that 
the Ghent University vote in the Senate was 
taken by the Cabinet merely as a convenient 
pretext for the tender oftheir resignations in 
time to avert a Goverf™Ment defeat on the 
measure extending military service from ten 
months to fourteen during the occupation of 
the Rubr. 

This casts 4 new light on the situation, and 
links what seemed a purely domestic crisis 
much more closely than appeared likely with 
the international negotiations now in progress. 

The accuracy of this diagnosis will, no 
doubt, be tested by the success or otherwise 
that attends the retiring Premier in his efforts 
to reconstitute his Cabinet. 

A Government of Catholics and Liberals; 
with an accentuated Socialist and Christian 
democratic Opposition, will have a more exact- 
ing task before it than its predecessor. ‘The 
result externally should he a slight tilting of 
the scale in favour of a reasonable settlement 
with Germany.

TURKISH GUN-RUNNING 
EXPLOIT. 


VESSEL ARRESTED BY BRITISH 
DESTROYER. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
FnoM Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Monday. 

The seizure of a Turkish transport, with 
guns, by a British-destroyer in the Sea of 
Marmora is the outcome of a very creditable 
piece of work by the British Intelligence De- 
partment. 

It had been known to the Allied authorities 
that the Turks had been breaking the 
Mudania Convention for months past, and 
building up an army in Thrace, consisting or 
cavalry, artillery, and infantry, which was 
transported across the Sea of Marmora, as 
well as vit Constantinople. The value of 
these forces, however, had never been rated 
very high, and was rated still lower when 
arge numbers began to fall away. 

With the demobilisation that followed upon 
the dispelling of the danger of a rupture with 
Greece by the recent understanding at 
Lausanne, the Turks decided to remove as 


the Mudania Convention. Information came 
to the Intelligence Department of a concentra- 
tion at Silivri on the European side of the 
Sea of Marmora, about thirty miles from Con- 
stantinople. Aeroplanes were sent to take 
photographs, and destroyers to watch the port 
day and night. . 

Early yesterday morning the transport 
Umid came out, oí Silivri, but was stopped 
outside the port by the destroyer Splendid. 
The Turks in charge of her admitted that they 
were carryiug men, horses and guns. She 
was thereupon brought into Constantinople, 
escorted by the Splendid. Last night the 
guns were removed, without opposition, by a 
warty of Grenadiers, Marines and bluejackets, 
and the Umid was released as soon as 
tangible evidence of a breach of the Mudania 
Convention was in the hands of our 
authorities. 

Reuter’s Agency understands that no con- 
firmation had heen received in London up to 
a late hour yesterday afternoon of the report 
that a British destrover had captured a 
Turkish transport in the Sea of Marmora 
carrying gurs. 

Under the terms of the Mudania 
tion, the Turks are forbidden to transport 
guns and military material to Thrace, There- 
fore, the British High Commission in Con- 
stantinople, acting in conjunction with the 
Naval authorites, would be justified in seizing 
any Turkish vessel engaged in such traffic.

The weakness of the currencies of the coun- 
tries most closely concerned with the Ruhr, 
was a dismal feature of to-day’s foreign ex- 
changes. 

In the past ten days the German mark has 
taken a downward slide, such as had been 
thought possible only with the rouble in its 
worst days. Confidence has for the time 
being completely left the marx. 

The extent of the recent movement may be 
gauged from the figures of this month’s depre- 
ciation. On June 1 the rate was 315,000; on 
June 8 385,000. and yesterday 750,000 to 
750,000 to the £ sterling. 

Yesterday's figure works out at over 5,000 
to the penny.

THE SLUMP BE 
CHECKED? 


FRENCH SEIZURES SAID TO BE 
THE CAUSE. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 7” 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT, 
BERLIN, Monday. 

To-day's sensational mark slump, following 
the steady downward movement during the 
past month, prompted the question here 
whether the mark is going to follow the 
Soviet rouble. 

‘‘Can the slump be checked *’ asks the 
Socialist organ, Vorweeris, anxiously to-night, 
adding that new and more vigorous men must 
assume cogtro] of Reichsbank. 

Alleged French hopes that the mark slump 
means an approaching economic. collapse of 
German industry and a state of bankruptcy 
are referred to in Paris telegrams, and it is 
declared that France. by commandeering 
billions of marks in the Kuhr, raiding bank 
cellars. and robbing shop tills, is largely re- 
sponsible for the slump. 

It seems that France has seized in the Ruhr 
during the past five months 500 milliard 
paper marks, and that these are now being 
flung on the New York market. 

‘So long as salaries and wages keep on a 
level with the high prices due to the ex- 
change slump, and German industry accom- 
modates itself to the new conditions, there is 
no reed for us to be aiarmed bv this latest 
mark slump,” says one financial.expert to- 
day 

The danger is. of course, that wages fail 
to keep pace with soaring prices, and that the 
restive elements of German labour get out of 
hand. So far, however. there are no signs of 
serious Jabour troubles. Some concern is 
expressed here to-day at what is understood 
to be the British Government's intention to 
suggest that Germany should resume repara- 
tion coal deliveries to France and Belgium. 

BERLIN, Monday. 

The. mark this afternoon was officially 
quoted on the Bourse at 680,000 to the £. 
Nobody seems to know how a still further 
collapse can be prevented, and, indeed, the 
man-in-the-street is adopting a _ ftatalistic 
attitude on the subject of exchanges, and is 
quite prepared to see shortly the English 
ponnd worth a million marks. 

German newspapers. while blaming the 
French occupation of the Ruhr and the non- 
settlement of the reparations problem for the 
state of the mark, have had to admit that 
speculation by Germans has a great deal 
to do with the present slump, and are de- 
manding drastic measures by the Govern- 
ment in order to end this state of affairs. 

As usual, when the mark fluctuates 
violenily, prices in the shops increase hourly, 
and to-day there was a rush by the public 
to buy goods.—(Reuter. }

Following the Recklinghause) shooting, 
another German engineer, an employé of the 
Badische Analine Works, was arrested and 
condemned for carrving explosives believed to 
have been intended for use in bombing the 
railroads.. Shots have been fired aj French- 
men in other cities. and. there has been a 
recurrence of the railway sahotage. 

Among other sanctions, the French have 
sentenced to jail terms a number of persons 
whom thev had expelled from that district, 
but who had returned.

PROPOSED CONFERENCE. 

From Our Ditromatic CorRESPONDENT. 

LONDON, Monday. 

One of the legacies of the recent interchange 
of Notes with Russia is an undertaking by this 
country -to take the initiative in calling an 
International Conference to ecrsider the whole 
question of territorial waters.

VANCOUVER, Sunday. 

The Canadian Pacific S.S. Empress of 
Canada is to-day acclaimed the champion of 
the Pacific Ocean, having established a new 
trans-Pacific speed record of 8 days, 10 hours, 
53 minutes actual sailing time on her arrival 
at quarantine this morning. 

The Empress of Russia, of the same fleet, 
which has held a record against all comers 
since, 1914. is now forced to relinquish her 
time of 8 days, 16 hours, 51 minutes in favour 
of the new champion.

tility to men who fought for the Empire, the 
scheme was abortive could the maney be used 
to assist the migration of, and the provision 
of land for, these ex-soldiers in the Dominions 
overseas. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore~In reply to the first 
part of the question, continnous progress has 
been, and is being, made with the pro 
vision of houses for ex-Service men in the 
Irish Free State under Section 4 of the 
Irish Land (Provision for Sailors and Soldiers) 
Act, 1919, and of the money provided by 
ParliamerM for this purpose approximate!: 
£150,000 has been expended during the current 
financial year. 

In reply to the second part of the question, 
the appomtment of trustees does not arise 
until the necessary legislation has been passed 
through the Parliament of the Free State, and 
a bill for this purpose has now been introduced 
into that Parliament. I understand, however, 
that it is the intention of the Free State Go- 
vernment to nominate General the Right Hon.

RESENTMENT BY DUBLIN 
GUARDIANS,

EVIDENCE AT L.G.B. 
SWORN INQUIRY.

Mr. Sean McGrath, Local Government In- 
spector, opened an inquiry on oath in the 
Boardroom of the Dublin Union yesterday 
into the circumstances connected with the 
recent publication in the Press of surcharges 
made by the auditor. 

The Local Government Board ordered the 
inguiry in pursuance of the following resolu- 
tion which was adopted by the board of 
Guardians :'— i 

‘That, as the publication in the public Press 
of surcharges on the Guardians by the auditor 
gravely retiects on the elected representatives 
of the people, we request the Local Govern- 
ment Board to hold a sworn inquiry into the 
question of how the information was supplied 
to the Press.” 

Mr. T. J. Green, solicitor, represented the 
Guardians; and Mr. C. J. Murray, solicitor, 
appeared on behalf of the Clerk of the Union. 

Mr. Green said that he proposed to confine 
his remarks to the resolution which was passed 
by the Guardians demanding the inquiry; but 
it might be necessary in the course of his 
remarks to refer to items to show the reason 
why this article should not have appeared in 
the public Press. 

There was a time when the accounts and 
the auditor's report would be placed at the 
disposal of the public, but until that time 
arrived, he respectfully submitted, no person 
was entitled to get any information on the 
report of the auditor and the abstract of ac- 
counts. : 

The andit was for two half-years ending 
March 3ist, 1922, and it was completed on 
Februarv 14th, 1923. On that date the auditor 
signed the ledger, in which he made the fol- 
lowing note:—‘'I have handed to the Clerk 


surcharges made by me at the audit.”’ 


RULES IGNORED. 

Under the rules, notice of surcharges should 
be sent to the person surcharged within 24 
hours of its being handed to the clerk or other 
responsible officer. That notice was not sent 
out until February 16th, and before it reached 
the hands of the Guardians surcharged, and 
on the 16th February in a very prominent 
place in the Jrish Independent a very full 
and detailed report of the surcharges ap- 
peared, headed in leaded type as follows :— 
‘Surcharges of over £1,000. Dublin Union 
Audit.”’ 

The surcharges were set out in detail, and 
it was an extraordinary thing that the publi- 
cation was only in one paper. It did not 
appear in the Jrish Times and Freeman's 
Journal, and there was no reference whatever 
to it in those papers. 

On the Inspector lay the onus of finding 
out who gave this information to the Press. 
The Guardians made no change against any 
body. of officials or any individual official, 
but the fact remained that a document, 
which was not before them, had appeared in 
the public Press in violation of the orders 
and rules laid down by the Local Government 


Board. 

EFFECT OF PUBLICATION. 
Anyone reading the publication would think 
that members of the Board of the Dublin 
Union ‘were making payments of the money 
entrusted to them in the most reckless and 
extravagant manner. 

Mr. Murray, on behalf of the Clerk, said 
that he wished to give every facility to the 
inquiry. He thought there was no injury 
done to anyone by the publication of the sur- 
charges, as the audit was final. 
M. Foley, Chairman of the 
of Guardian, said he did not 
whether the publication of the 
in the Press was illegal or not, 
but, on the grounds of common decency, it 
should not have been done. As it appeared, 
it looked as if the Guardians had not paid 
proper attention to the spending of money 
of the ratepayers. It was a great reflection 


on them. 
CLERK’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. J, Condon, Clerk to the Guardians, 
said that the audit was completed on Feb- 
ruary ló, and a list of the surcharges was 
handed to him about 4 p.m. He gave the 
list to his assistant, Mr. O'Toole, and told him 
to get out copies at once. He did not give 
any information to the Press about: the sur- 
charges, did not authorise anyone in the 
ollice to give the information, and did not 
know if anyone gave the information. 

Mr, James F. O'Toole, assistant in the 
Clerk's office, was examined, and said that no 
Press representative called to him for any 
information, and he supplied none to the 
Press. It would be possible for a Press re- 
pesoepmageve to copy the surcharges in an 
mur. 

Miss Mary A. O'Connor, typist in the 
Clerk's office, stated that she made copies of 
the surcharges in the office. She did not 
remember anyone asking her anything about 
the surcharges, and did not know how the 
information went to the Press. The original 
surcharges were never in her possession. 

Mr. Patrick Heffernan. assistant ‘in the Clerk's 
office, stated that he did not give any infor- 
mation to the Press representatives about: the 
surcharges, 

Mr. James E. Condon, another official in 
the Clerk's office, said that he did not know 
how the information about the surcharges 
reached the Press. 

The Clerk, recalled, stated that it would 
be possible for a Press representative to get 
information from the office without his know- 
ledge. The office was very open. 

Mr. Bernard, L.G.B. Auditor, gave evidence 
of auditing the accounts, He thought that 
the person who gave the information to the 
Press must have had a enpy of the surcharges 
before him. He was not interviewed by any 
Press representative, and did not give them 
& summary of the surcharges. 

The inquiry adjourned at 5.20 until 11.30

borrowing for the Irish Free State. He had 
heard suggestions in some quarters that there 
was something unorthodox and immoral in 
borrowing by means of premium bonds, with 
drawings of substantial prizes, say, every 
month; or every three months, as the case 
may be. On the contrary, there were those 
who believed that a large amount of money 
could beobtained for the use of the State by 
such bonds. In England that method ‘of rais- 
ing money was regarded by some as gambling. 
On the other hand, he held that there was no 
reason why the man who lent money to the 
State at 24 or 3 per cent. should not have the 
additional incentive of a large contingent gain. 

The subject of lic borrowing on premium 
bonds was ‘considered in 1917 and 1918 by a 
Select Committee of the House of Commons, 
and the Committee, after hearing evidence, 
said that they could not recommend the Go- 
vernment to borrow on premium bonds. But 
there was evidence which distinguished the 
British case from circumstances in Ireland to- 
day. In the first place, they had in England 
what was called the Nonconformist Conscience 
and the Anti-Gambling League, both strongly 
opposed to the introgaction of the element of 
chance into the national finance, and although 
the weight of evidence before the Committee 
was in favour of premium bonds, the Com- 
mittee felt that there would be active opposi- 
tion to the proposal in the House of Commons. 

Ireland was now going to make her first 
essay in the money market of the world. She 
had abondant resources and good security to 
offer. A country that could raise twenty-six 
millions, and whose expenditure before the 
war was thirteen millions, was sufficient guar- 
antee for a Joan. Every man in Ireland who 
lends to the State eupports the Government. 
If Ireland herself did not put up the money 
when the Government wanted it, then the 
Government must go to the money markets of 
London and New York, and neither London 
nor New York would lend money for the love 
of Ireland. He had found that there was an 
almost universal opinion in favour of Premium 
Bonds as offering the widest possible appeal. 
He suggested bonds of £5, £10, or any larger 
denomination ; that- two million bonds of £5, 
free of income tax, be issued, to be accepted 
at par in satisfaction of death duties. ese 
two conditions, he thought, would render them 
acceptable to the capitalist classes The spirit 
of speculation, harnessed to the spiri! of thrift, 
would lead to happy results, and would benefit 
the Free State. 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason said that he did not 
think that a scheme which would lead people 
to believe that they could get rich quick on 
such methods was to be encouraged. What was 
wanted was honest, hard work, and not a 
gamble for a big return ona small expenditure. 
(Hear, hear.) '

THE TEACHING OF IRISH. 
THE DEPARTMENT AND COUNTY 
SCHEMES 


Mr. Frank Fahy, Secretary of the Gaelic

It would be well that the defenders of the 
Irish language should have some hahd in the 
steering of the work, and that the Irish 
classes should be united as branches of the 
Gaelic League. Unless something of that

| writers. The proper spirit is not about with 
the work. It is well that the County Councils 
should: understand the case,\and on that 
account they have taken up the scheme 
sach The idea has been best supported 
in County Roscommon for the past two years. 
The Dublin Committee intend to collect, £50 
from each of the fourteen delegates in the 
county for the helping of the scheme, and 
to work along’ with the Eduéational Com- 
mittee. The -County Councils have also 
to the scheme with one voice, . The 
people of Wexford, and others besides them, 
intend to do the same thing. hoc 

“Now there is a refusal from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Technical ‘Instruction 
to take to the schemes. They say that the 
Educational Committee ought not to have the 
power to dictate to the Department: of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction. The Irish 
on ng only want permission to guide the 
rish teachers, to put the inspectors working; 
that the classes should co-operate with the 
Gaelic League, and that delegates should be 
put on the Committee. However, they do 
not intend to coerce the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction inspectors 
and others or to enforce the money course. 
If the Governing Committee are ‘willing to 
collect the necessary money for the schemes, 
will they not want some power given to them 
for the work? The law is a narrow thing, 
and it is right to give the public boards per- 
mission to nd the money; but it is time 
to cut out the red tape.” 


THE COAL MINES BILL. 


The following amendment to the Coal Mines 
(Minimum Wage) Amendment Bill was put 
down yesterday by Sir H. Beddoe Rees, on 
behalf of the National Liberal’ Party :—‘‘ That 
in view of the fact that there is already in

the two parties involved in the industry, dis- 
regards the dependence of the trade on 
foreign markets, and cuts at the rights of 
collective bargaining.”

DISSATISFACTION IN BELFAST. 


At a special meeting of the Belfast Corpora- 
tion yesterday, the constitution of the Go-

tion was freely criticised. 

Alderman McConnell, M.P., said that he 
thought it was time that the Corporation 
should seriously consider the protection of 
the ratepayers from the enormous increase in 
valuation. He noticed that a Committee had 
been set up to examine the question of valua- 
tion, but it was a Committee from the Depart- 
ment itself. It was a Departmental Commit- 
tee, with one outsider, to recommend some 
san in the procedure. 

Alderman Oswald Jamison mid that there 
was & considerable lot oí ill-feeling among 
business men in the city against the present 
system; which, he said, kept them from 
making alterations and improvements to their 
premises. He quoted the instance of a friend 
of his, who found it necessary to make an 
alteration to his place of business, The 
alteration cost something like £400, and the 
result was that the valuation was increased 
about £250 a year. 

Councillor Henderson said that if a man 
only put up a greenhouse the increase in his 
valuation was exorbitant. 

Sir Crawford McCullagh said that there was 
no doubt whatever that the present system of 
revaluing - was entirely wrong, and was 
causing great dissatisfaction to the public 
generally. As he understood it, the matter 
was really to an extent in the hands of the 
Imperial authorifies as one of the reserved 
services. He thought that when the Com- 
mittee was appointed it would have included 
some of the gentlemen interested, who would 
have been ‘able to give some advice to the 
Government. He wos greatly surprised to see

ACTION BY PARLIAMENTARY 
LABOUR PARTY. 


A deputation from the Parliamentary 
Labour Party, ineluding Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, Mr. Sidney Webb, and Mr. 
Arthur Henderson, waited on Lord Novar, 
Secretary of State for Scotland, at the Scot- 
tish Office yesterday, to place before him the 
position in regard to evictions of tenants, 
particularly in Glasgow. 

Mr. Macdonald referred to unemployment 
and low wages in Glasgow, and the poverty 
thereby éreated, and said he was informed 
that between April 1 and June 8, 759 decrees 
of ejectment had been granted and issued 
in the Sheriff’s Court, and 163 had actually 
been carried out. Homeless persons were 
beginning to crowd into the workhouses, and 
even the police cells, and that created a most 
serious situation. 

Mr. Neil Maclean urged that strong repre- 
sentations should be made from the Scottish 
Office to the Government to provide a safe- 
guard in the new Houses Bill that no house 
rendered vacant by the eviction of a tenant 
who was unemployed should have the ad- 
vantage of decontrol. 

Mr, J. Wheatley, M.P., suggested that in 
cases where a tenant, through unemployment 
or poverty due to low wages or illness, was 
unable to pay his rent, a grant should be 
made out of public funds and’ paid direct to 
the house owner or his agent. 

Lord Novar agreed that the present situa- 
tion in regard to unemployment and housing 
was deplorable. He thought that the danger 
contemplated by the deputation—that under 
Clause 2 of the present bill landlords might 
be stimulated to evict in order to get higher 
rents—was by no means to be feared.

SEOUEL TO RELIGIOUS FEUD 
IN RIGA.

RIGA, Monday. 

St. Jacob’s Church, one of the oldest in 
Riga, has been locked and put under seal by 
the authorities, and is being guarded by 
armed police. This follows the seizure of the 
keys after the close of last Sunday mornings 
service. 

The seizure is the result of a lengthy conflict 
between the Lutherans and the Catholics. The 
church was appropriated by the Latvian Par- 
liament from the Catholics, who desire a suit- 
able residence for the Archbishop of Riga, who 
is to be appointed by the Vatican when the 
church is delivered. 

The Lutherans, who have held the church 
since the Reformation, recently submitted a 
petition with 120,000 signatures requesting a 
law to prevent the seizure of Church property, 
and threatening, in the event of the Cabinet s 
refusal to agree to such a law, to bring the 
matter to a referendum. 


FRONTIER OPERATIONS. 


AFGHAN TERRITORY 


VIOLATED. 


SIMLA, Monday. 

It is announced that air operations which 
were carried out on June 2 in the hills north 
of Dardoni, at a point where the Afghan 
boundary is sharply defined, resulted in the 
accidental violation of the frontier, the killing 
of. two Afghan subjects and the wounding 
of five others. 

The raid was directed against the Tazikhel 
Warziris as a reprisal for their prolonged con- 
tumacy and repeated offences, including the 
firing on troops and the kidnapping of Hindus. 

A joint inquiry by officials of the a 
and British Governmenta established the s 
that some oí the bombs fell a short distance 
on the Afghan side of the Durand line, and 
that, in addition to the casualties reported, 
damage was done to live-stock. 

His Majesty’s Government has instructed 
the British Minister at Kabul to express its 
unqualified regret to the Afghan Government 
at this inadvertent violation of the frontier, 
and also to pay full compensation at whatever 
rates may be proposed by local assessors for 
the loss of life and damage to property in- 
flicted.—(Reuter. )

PHILOSOPHICAL PUBLICANS. 


The speed with which the Northern Govern- 
nent put the new licensing laws into opera- 
tion caused great surprise in the six counties. 
As reported in yesterday s issue, bona fide 
travellers were not prepared for the change, 
and many of them travelled what used to be 
the qualifying distance on Sunday only to 
find that the publichouses were closed. 

The change hit seaside towns like Bangor 
and Newcastle severely. The traffic which 
used to flow into these places was diverted to 
towns and villages across the border, where 
tha publicans reaped a rich harvest. 

The Secretary of the Ulster Licensed 
Vintners’ Association yesterday said that 
the publicans had taken the Govern- 
ment’s action philosophically.

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NEW WAY OF TREATING 
CONSUMPTION, 


SUCCESSFUL RESULTS.

LONDON. Monday. 

Details of another. new method of limiting 
the’ scourge of tuberculosis were explained 
at the Chemists’ Exhibition at the 
Hall, Westminster, yesterday.. This is the 
method of insufflation, discovered by Dr. 
Owen l’aget, an Australian, who has been 
experimenting for the past ten years. 

The basis of the treatment—to which at- 
tention was recently drawn by the medical 
officer of health for i’opiar—is a special pre- 
paration of tuberculin, which is blown up into 
the nestrils of the patient. Here it stimulates 
the epitherial cells of the nasal mucous to 
produce anti-bodies, which are absorbed into 
the system and aid in the destructiog of the 
germ colonies. Successful results have al- 
ready been obtained by the Pagét method, 
and it is in use in two of the London tuber- 
culosis clinics. 
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Exhibition, the opinion that 
bacteriology 
lines df discovery ‘will ultimately solve the 
problem of disease. . 
“We are proceeding slowly, but surely,”’ 
sald one, “and our main difficulty is that 
ultimately the test has to .be;on the human 
subject, but the development of our 
knowledge of the power of vaccines and sera 
hag alteady brought úa within sight of the 
period when man will master those myriad 
urfwelcome little hosts which ‘have caused him 
so. much mi in the past.” 
One of the” host interesting recent dis- 
cokeries .is that: of the bacillus acidophilus 
odontolyticus, the interesting ‘‘ young 
visitor’’ who provides dentists with the 
means of earning a livelihood. To judge by 
appearances, ‘‘odontolyticus’’ would seem to 
be Of Scottish extraction. Seen under the 
microscope he looks like nothing so much as a 
Tam o' Shanter bonnet, woolly fringes and 
““toorie ” all complete. 
This is the twenty-fifth annual exhibition of 
its kind to be held. It is not open to the 
ublic, but it attracts chemists from all over 
he Empire, and it affords a wonderful idea 
of the growth of the chemist’s activities. 
There is, for instance, a patent shock-absorber- 
non-choke baby feeder. With the old style of 
rubber teat baby got a sort of Carpentier 
straight left to the chin every time he pulled 
at the bottle. The new feeder absorbs the 
shock, and is also arranged to allow only a 
thin trickle to pass into the infant’s mouth. 
Dancing and sports have accounted for a 
reat increase in what is known as “‘ feet 
Fecadteve,” ‘Women and men now take as 
much care of their feet as they do of their 
hands,” said an exhibitor; “so we have all 
sorts of powders and liquids and mechanical 
devices to suit requirements in this direction.’’

roughout Ireland, and the defendant was 
\lv. James Larkin, who was General Secretary 
of the Union. The application was brought in 
ibstance for an order giving the plaintifis 

session Of the sets of premises belonging to 
ihe Union, one set of premises being at 35 
‘arnell square, Dublin—the headquarters of 
he Union—and the other a branch depart- 
ent at Liberty Hall, Beresford place. Each 
these premises had been forcibly taken pos- 
gion of by the defendant, who had excluded 
the plaintiffs from them by force and violence, 
od who had refused to give the plaintiffs any 
lities to carry on the work of the Union. 
[he matter was before his lordship on Tues- 
lav, 12th inst., and his lordship, after the 
cading of a joint affidavit signed by severa) 
the plaintiffs, made an order that the de- 
ndant, his agents and servants be restrained, 
nending the hearing of the notice of motion 
further order, from unlawfully entering or 
taking possession of the premises to the ex- 
sion of the plaintifis. And a further order 
was made that the defendant, his servants 
and agents be restrained from evicting the 
plaintifis by force and violence from the 
oremises or from carrying on the business of 
the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
A TOD, 

[he facts, said counsel, lay within a very 
small compass. It appeared that the defend- 
int, the General Secretary of the Union, had, 
prior to the 30th April of this year, been for 
. considerable number of years absent from 
Ireland, but he still retained nominally dur- 
ing his absence the position of Genera] Secre- 
iay of the Union. He returned to Ireland 
on or about the 30th April, and he then, it 
was alleged in the plaintiffs’ affidavit, pro- 
eeded to do all that he could to raise strife 
mong the members of the Union, and in par- 
ticular endeavoured to foment animosity 
wainst the existing executive. That went on 

several weeks at various meetings, and 
ulminated in a meeting held on Sunday, 10th 
st., when, at a meeting of the No. 3 (Dublin) 
‘ranch of the Trades Union, the defendant 
nade certain very scurrilous and defamatory 
iatements with reference to the executive, as 
result of which the meeting broke up. 

POSSESSION OF HEADQUARTERS. 

On the next day, Monday, 11th inst., the 
efendant, with a body of men, took ses- 
ion of the headquarters oí the Union in 
‘arnell square and of Liberty Hall, and re- 
used to allow the executive or their officials 
to enter their establishment and carry on 
heir work. In consequence of the defend- 
int’s conduct, the executive then, as they 
vere entitled to do under the rules, held a 
meeting and suspended the defendant as 
reneral Secretary. Asa result, the defendent 
ad. under the rules, a right of appeal to the 
ext general meeting, and, in the meantime, 
e was suspended from his position as Genera] 
secretary.

Mr. Justice Powell—What premises’ 

Serjeant Hanna~Both 55 Parnell square,

Mr. Justice Powell—Is Mr. Larkin in pos-

THE DEFENDANT'S AFFIDAVIT. 
Serjeant Hanna said that the only comment 
se would make on that letter was that his 
lordship would see that instead of answering 
‘He plaintiffs’ question, the defendant was 
putting an interpretation of his own upon 
‘ie Court's order, and would only give up a 
Portion of the premises to carry on the busi- 
ness of the union. Although the plaintiffs’ 
‘ffidavits had been filed for some time, he was 
‘informed that the defendant had filed three 
affidavits only thet morning. The defendant 
"mself had sworn an affidavit of 19 para- 
Bravhs and 14 pages. In the course of his 
aMdavit, Mr. Varkin said :——‘‘ I say that the 
Plaintoff, Thomas Foran is not lawfully 
Pected General President of the Irish Tran- 
‘rors and General Workers’ Union. nor is the 
plaintiff.

rules of the said Trades Council, registered 
on the 20th December, 1918. I dispute en- 
tirely the validity of these alleged rules, and 
I say that they are not validly made or 
brought into effect.’” The defendant further 
said :—‘‘ If the rules were in every respect 
valid, Thomas [Toran and William O’Brien 
were not duly elected as general officers there- 
under. Under Rule 27 of these alleged rules, 
general officers of the union were to be 
elected every second year, in January, by the 
ballot vote of the financial members of the 
union. They purported to have been elected 
in January, 1919, immediately on the passing 
of th» new rules, but they were not, in fact, 
elected in accordance therewith.’” Having 
Eo further from the lengthy affidavit, 
Serjeant Hanna said that the number of 
alternative pleas which it. contained would 
greatl, assist his learned friends when they 
wer’ preparing a defence. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Justice Powell—You say that 
c.icnts were lawfully elected ’ 

Mr. Brown, .C. — They were. un- 
doubtedly,, under the old rules, to hold office 
fo. three years. 

Mr. Justice Powell said that the position 
of the plaintiffs in law was that they were 
in possession, when somebody with a strong 
arm had come along and put them out. That 
would have been quite sufficient for a motion 
for an interlocutory injunction, but a long 
affidavit had been sworn by the plaintiffs, 
going into all these matters and bringing 
several charges against Mr. Larkin, which, so 
far as he (Mr. Justice Powell) could see, 
would be unnecessary in the motion for an in- 
junction. But, after the statements had been 
made, he could not prevent Mr. Larkin from 
replying. 

Serjeant Hanna—I quite agree, but we con- 
tend and hope to prove that we are officers 
legally elected. 

Mr. Justice Powell—I quite follow that. I 
am only remarking that you invited discus- 
sion on the topic that does not seem neces- 
sary at this stage of the case. If there is a 
real dispute between Mr. Larkin and the 
plaintiffs, I have no reason to believe that 
the defendant has any desire to disrupt this 
trade union, and I am perfectly certain that 
the plaintiffs have no desire to bring un- 
necessary trouble on themselves. If there 
are legal questions to be determined I sug- 
gest that some arrangement might be made 
to enable the work to be carried on as here- 
tofore by the officers, whom, you say, are 
the de facto officers of the union. The trial 
could be speeded, and all these questions 
could be settled. 

Serjeant Hanna—Might I suggest that the 
defendant, who is not unacquainted with 
legal procedure and legal methods—if he had 
an idea that the officials were illegally elected 
it would come within his knowledge that it 
could be. properly tested by proceeding 
against these officials, and have them declared 
nt properly elected. There was a proper 
way to test it. 

Counsel, proceeding, read further from Mr. 
Larkin’s affidavit, which went into the de- 
tails of the dispute between the parties, and 
contradicting in detail the affidavits of the 
plaintiffs. In conclusion, he stated—‘‘ My 
whole appeal has been, and my endeavour is, 
to bring all matters in question between us 
fully before the entire membership of the 
union, and, as a step towards this purpose, I 
have instructed my solicitor to issue a writ 
in the Chancery Division against members of 
the Executive Committee, in which I shall be 
able to prove every allegation which I have 
made against the members of the Executive 
Committee in their various capacities, and I 
have taken this course so that I may be able, 
at the earliest moment, to have a determina- 
tion of these issues secured, as 1 feel I can- 
net trust the plaintiffs to carry on their 
action with the speed and celerity which the 
crisis in the affairs of the union requires. 

OTHER AFFIDAVITS. 

Counsel then opened an affidavit by John 
Davis, a member of the Committee of No. 5 
Branch of the 1.T. and G.W.U., in which 
he alleged that he had been requested by Mr. 
Thomas Kennedy, one of the plaintiffs. 
to sign a form oi application fog the gage 
tion of certain rules. He did so on the Ist 
inst., and at the time he knew that the rules 
had not been submitted to a general meeting 
of his branch, and he was surprised when he

heard that the rules had been registered on 
the 2nd inat. 

Another affidavit by John Bohan, Secretary, 
No. 3 Branch, was read to the like effect. 

Serjeant Hanna, in conclusion, submitted 
that Mr. Larkin had no more right than any 
other member of the union to go into the 
premises on the allegation that the plaintiffs 
were illegally appointed, and to shut the door 
against them, or to allow into the premises 
only such persons as he approved of. 

CASE FOR THE DEFENDANT. 

Mr. Conner, K.C., for the defendant, said 
that the plaintiffs took their ground alto- 
gether from the rules to come into force in 
the present year. The action in one sense 
was to allow some of the plaintiffs in, and 
in another it was an action to put Larkin 
ut. 
‘ Mr. Justice Powell—Mr. Larkin challenges 
the validity of the resolution ‘suspending 
him? 

Mr. Conner, K.C.—Yes. 

Mr. Justice Powell—I am not going to de- 
cide that. But how can he decide a question 
of law in his own favour and exclude them of 
his own will? | 

Mr. Conner replied that he did not do 
that. It was for the Court to decide any 
legal question. They said that they suspended 
Larkin, who said that they were suspended 
earlier, and that he had excluded no one 
but these four. He did not want to be 
suspended while they were not suspended. 
He did not wish to dissolve the union nor 
to obstruct the working of the union in 
the payment of benefits; all that he wanted 
was to restore the status quo. They could 
all go back and carry on the work of the 
union until these points of law were decided. 
That could be done in a short time. He 
denied that excluded anybody except the 
four members who had been suspended by the 
branch. He did not call out the staff. It was 
O’Brien who called them out. He was willing 
that the staff should go on with their duties. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., followed on the same side. 
and. referring to the meeting on órd June, said 
that Larkin had not acted in the unrestrained 
way that had been suggested,< Under the 
1918 rules Larkin was a legal trustee. They 
were all-in the same degree trustees under 
Rule 26 of the rules that governed this Union. 
What ‘right had they to. suspend persons, to 
go outside their own tribunal, and go to a 
court of justice. The fact was that they 
wanted +o create an atmosphere against 
Larkin Grave questions would be raised by 
him in their action, but without access to the

had led to the suspension of these four mem- 


bers. 
The DECISION. 

Mr. Justice Powell, in giving his decision, 
said that a good many topics had been intro- 
duced with which he had nothing to do. It 
was plain that there was a very serious dis- 
pute, and he did not intend to say a word 
now that could indicate as to whether either 
side was right or wrong. It was an unfor- 
tunate dispute, but he had no reason to think 
that either of the parties was anxious to pro- 
long it. 
were two Chancery suits pending to settle 
the dispute between them, one in his own 
court and one before the Master of the Rolls. 
The affidavits had been unnecessarily long. 
The only question was whether plaintifis were 
entitled to go on managing the business in 


‘the premises in which it had been carried on. 


or Whether Mr. Larkin was entitled to execute 
judgment in his own favour. All his Jordship 
had to do was to preserve the status quo. 
That was not the status quo created by Larkin. 
They had been in possession, and were, pre- 
sumably, acting under the rules, and, in his 
opinion, they were entitled to have their status 
restored until the questions at issue were de- 
termined. He did not agree with Mr. Wood 
that, in making that order, he would be dis- 
possessing Mr. Larkin. He was not deciding 
that. He was only deciding that the state 
of affairs in existence. for some considerable 
time should, so far as he could make it, be 
continued. He would grant. a mandatory 
injunction to plaintiffs in respect of both pre- 
mises, the order not to exclude Mr. Larkin. 
The exact terms of the order, his lordship 
suggested, might be drawn up by junior 
sounsel on both sides.

Bill at. present going forward in the Ddil 
should bring to people’s minds the further 
question—almost as urgent and far more ex- 
tensive—of work for discharged soldiers gene- 
rally. It will soon be a matter of dealing with 
no fewer than 20,000 men and re-absorbing 
them into the economic life of the country. 
This absorption back into normal civil routine 
is primarily a matter for the Irish people. I! 
wonder, is this generally realised’? It is easy 
enough to recognise an obligation to a man 
who has fought and lost an arm or a leg 
thereby; but why should we forget the man 
who was next to the other and missed being 
hit because he was an odd number instead of 
an even—so to speak’ Moreover, the second 
man in question asks very little—simply a 
chance to work. If employed, he will in all 
wera prove punctual and do what 

e is told. No doubt, in theory, everybody 
will admit this claim to work; but mere 
theory will not bring us very far. We should 
have some machinery to bring the men and 
the work together. 

Now is the time to get going on this 
problem, as the men begin to be demobilised. 
By the time when several thousand men have 
been discharged, it will be too late to handle 
the matter without -hopeless confusion. If 
ever the proverb, “A stitch in time saves 
nine,” were true, it is true in the present 
instance. One has only to look at -England 
for a warning, where, four years after the 
world war, hundreds of thousands of ex- 
soldiers are still out of work owing to lack 
of proper organisation. 

have ventured to encroach on your space 
because I find very little public realisation 
of this problem and the difficulties involved in 
it. It will not solve itself, but needs pre- 
liminary organisation and a certain amount 
of work. People should get together and 
prepare data regarding the discharged soldiers, 
possible existing employers, possible new 
enterprises, etc. Up to the present nothing 
at all seems to have been done.

A TAX ON MEDICINE.

No impost of duty 
is levied in England or in the North of Ire- 
Jand on any medicina] substance used in the 
treatment of the sick and suffering poor. 
Why should it be levied in the Irish Free 
State? It is a most unpopular impost, and 
there is a crying need that all medicines and 
medicinal ‘substances should be at once de- 
clared exempt from duty. 

I would ask the President of the Dail or 
the Minister who is in charge of the matter 
to make an immediate pronouncement. Hos- 
pital committees and hospital physicians and 
surgeons are simply astounded that such a 
short-sighted policy should be adopted by a 
Government who desire to be popular and 
respected by all. I ask, whom will this 
impost affect and injure? I answer, princi- 
pally the sick and suffering poor who attend 
our hospitals and dispensaries in city and

POINTS OF KERRIES AND 
SHORTHORNS COMPARED. 

At yesterday’s sitting of the Agricultural 
Commission in Dublin, Professor Drew, pre- 
siding, Mr. Stephen J. Brown, Ard Calen, 
Naas, giving evidence on behalf of the Irish 
Kerry Cattle Society, pointed out that the 
Kerry is a valuable double-purpose breed, 
saitable for rich and poor land alike. As the 
only surviving national breed of cattle, Kerries 
should receive special attention. Special 
premiums should - offered for Kerry bulls, 
and notMing should be left undone to emphasise 
the merits of Kerry cattle. 

In England, where there was a separate 
Kerry Herd Book, the number of the was 
twice as many as in Ireland, while the herds 
were very much larger. One herd contained 
256 cattle, including W bulls. 

Wtness then went on togive details regard- 
ing the milk yields of Kerries, laying special 
emphasis on the yield and mchness

Kildare, representing the Irish Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Association, said he believed that 
they possessed the dual purpose animal, and 
tb only wanted development to have heavy 
milkers, as well as heavy fleshed animals. 
They could have both on the same animal, 
but not at the same time. Give a cow of 
good breeding three months’ idleness, and she 
will be fat calving down; but a good milker 
will gradually lose flesh in her milking period. 

CRUICKSHANK HERD. 

The late Mr. Robert Bruce had told wit- 
ness that he had never seen a better herd of 
dairy cows than that of Amos Cruickshank 
ot the time that Mr, Bruce bought the herd. 
It was a Scotch bull of Cruickshank blood 
made the Bessboro’ dairy herd... Witness had 
a cow bought in Scotland full of Cruickshank 
blood, and these were thick beef cattle. as 
well, therefore dual purpose 

He suggested that the Government should 
help owners of recognised pure-bred herds to 
buy the best bulls by paying half the pur- 
chase money, or else by securing such bulls 
and letting them out on loan. If they were 
to get into the foreground in this country, 
they must have these bulls.
